But ar Mecca the Coffin of the, Great Prophet Mahomet is to be 
catryed publickly , being laid upon a Hand- Harrow, or Bier for the 
Dead, made of Silver, but the Silver is to be ſmoak'd over, and 
made to appear Ruſty. 5 A bg 
They are to carry 25 Boxes of the ſame ſort of Silyer, in which 
are to be put the Bones of ſuch Officers and Spzbies , as out of Love 
fo their Religion have loft their Lives, and who are to be accounted 
amongſt the Martyrs, to the end that the confideration of theſe pre- 
cious Hero's may move the Great ( Hohomet io throw himſelſ in the 
Arms of an Offended angry God. 
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Every Ftiday thereafter the Coffin of the Great Prophet is to
